You say the road running from Fifth 
St. South to what you call a township 
line, which {gs only a road allowance 
between 8 and 17, has ng legal status:

IS IMPORTING 
ALBERTA COAL 


Seventy-Five Thousand Tons Export- 
ed From Alberta Since Season 
Opened. 


Ottawa, October 12.—Telegrams re- 
ceived here by the railawy eommis- 
sion from J.-H. Mahoney, representa- 
.tive of the war trade board at Wash- 
ington stated that the interstate 
commerce commission had issued or- 
ders to all railways to- furnish coal 
care in mines in preference to any 
other use. The orders, which be- 
came effective on October 10 at mid- 
night, are to remain in effect until 
the domestic coal situation is well in 
hand. 

September imports of coal showed’ 
an encouraging tone in that the im- 
ports. during the last’ half of the 
month showed an increase over those 
of the first two weeks. There were 
371,000 tons of anthracite and 1,787,- 
000 tons of bituminous coal brought 
{nto Canada in the month. While 
Canada is still behind last year in 
the tonnage of anthracite imported, 
there is a slight gain’ in the supply of 
bituminous coal brought in. 

The coal production of Alberta 
mines in August was 578,000 tons, 
which was 225,000 tons ahead of the 
monthly average for the season. An

UNIFORMS ONLY 
TO BE WORN BY 
MILITIA FORCES 


Intelligence just issued by Lieut.- 
Col. D. W. B. Cory, A.A. and Q.M.G., 
of military district No. 13, informs 
the public that the amendment made 
to the criminal code of Canada, hav- 
ing reference to the wearing of the 
uniforms of his majesty’s naval, air 
and land forces, will come into force 
on October 15, 1920, and for the infor- 
mation of all, he gives amendment in 
detail, the meat of which is publish- 
ed below. 

Any person, who, without lawful 
authority, wears any uniform of his 
majesty's naval, land and air forces, 
or any uniform which is so similar 
to the uniform of any of the said 
forces as to be likely to be mistaken 
therefore; wears any distinctive mark 
relating to wounds received or ser- 
vice performed in war, or any mili- 
tary medal, badge, rbibon or chevron; 
any decoration or order awarded for 
war service, or anything that is 
liable to be mistaken for any of the 
above; has in his possession any cer- 
tifleate of discharge, statement of 
service, commission or warrant; or 
any statement of service or discharge 
issued to an officer or person in or 
who has been in his majesty’s forces, 
will be liable on summary conviction 
to a penalty not exceeding a fine of 
$300 or to imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding one year, or to both 
imprisonment and fine. 

No person, it is pointed out, unless 
he is a member of the active militia 
or has been duly enrolled in one of 
the militia units, can legally wear a 
uniform. Permission, however, may 
be granted in Alberta, on application 
to the General Officer Commanding 
Military District No. 13.

BAD BUSINESS 


That Board of Commerce ruling 
with respect to sugar is as bad a bit 
of business as has ever been tran- 
gacted by that remarkable body in 
the whole of its chequered career, 
says the Calgary Herald.

It is not on record-that the 
refiners have been suffering for some 
years past. On the contrary, it is 
known that sugar shares have been 
among the most profitable in the 
war time list of big dividend mak irs. 
All that time the people paid highest 
prices for sugar. Now they have a 
legitimate chance to get the price 


down, why should the government, 
through its civil service Board of 
Commerce, interfere to prevent? 

Wholesalers and retailers also may 
quite properly ask why they, too, 
should not receive Board of Com- 
merce trotection. Frequently they 
make bad guesses, and on occasion 
find themselves’ overstocked with 
goods bought at high prices on a 
falling market. In such cases they 
sell at the inarket price and pocket 
their losses. Following the ruling of 
the board of the refiners, under sim- 
flar conditions in the wholesale and 
retail business there should be sim- 
jlar rulings. Thus we might have re- 
tatters crdered to buy only from over- 
stocked wholesalers, or the consum- 
iig publiz required to deal only with 
over3toci2d retailers. 

Another interesting query would 
be as to Board of Commerce respon- 
sibility where Canadian sugar refin- 
ers sold large quantitites of sugar 
to foreign speculators at high prices 
during war time and after. Recently 
‘we were told that millions of pounds 
were hcing kept in storage at Nova 
Scotia coast points for speculation 
purposes, while Nova Scotia consum- 
ers were suffering from an_ acute 
shortage. If it is right in the inter-

It would be unfair to 
nenalize any section of the country 
just because the traffic nfovement was 
heavier in that section. In answer 
to the Prime Minister, Mr. Tilley said 
that the C.P.R. was not getting any 


ed to take care of advanced wages.

A flat 
increase was desirable, he said, be- 
cause if conditions became normal it 
could be more easily removed.

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BOOTLEGGER SHOT 
AND KILLED WHEN 
MAKING GETAWAY 


Body of Victor Ryberg Found Close 
to Border Following Sunday’s Battle. 


Lethbridge, Alta., October 1.2—The 
dead body of a man found over the 
border near Manyberries. has been 
identified as that of Victor Ryberg, 
a notorious bootlegger, who was shot 
and killed by the carbine discharged 
by Constable Hale, of the A.P.P., on 
Sunday last. The shooting is the 
sequel to the story of the escape of 
two prisoners, of whom the _ dead 
man was one, the other keing Michael 
Alchenique, who escaped from the 
custody of the police while being 
conducted to Lethbridge on Sept. 29, 
from Etzikom. 


These two men were arrested at 
Nolan's garage, Etzikem, with a 
quantity of liquor in a car. The car 
with the Hquor, in charge of Con- 
stable Streetfield, was going ahead, 
followed by the car in which were 
the two prisoners in charge of Con- 
stable Rowe, The front car stalled 
in loose sand at Purple Springs, and 
the two prisoners were released from 
their handcuffs to give a hand in 
getting it out.. This accomplished, 
they were making their way back to 
the rear car, the engine of which was 
still running, when they knocked the 
constable down and got away with the 
car. 
On Sunday last, while on special 
duty near the border, Detective 
Crear, of the A. P. P., along with 
Constables Streetfield and Hale, saw 
a large car with three occupants, 
two of them being identified as the 
escaped prisoners. Crerar jumped in- 
to the car, which stopped, and then 


started to go at 60 miles an hour. He|- 


was knocked on the head, and seeing 
that he was being badly mauled, 
Constable Hale  fired,> apparently 
shooting Ryberg dead. Crerar was 
thrown out of the car, and the men 
rushed it over the border, where the 
dead body of Ryberg was pitched out 
on to a hay stack, where it was 
found by Sheriff McLean, who, hav- 
ing heard the report on the Canadian 
side, informed the A.P.P. An inquest 
will be held this afternoon.

Derritt also failed in health and Mrs. 
Derritt found herself faced with the 
necessity of keeping up the business. 
She knew nothing whatever of the 
details of the business at the time, 
save something of the bookkeeping, 
but she faced the situation with cour- 
age, and set in to master every last 
detail. A few days after the death 
of Mr. Saunders, a year ago, Mr.

His 
throw was only 14 inches short of 
the best record ever made in these 
games since they were inaugurated 
in 1865. Knox threw the 16-pound 
stone forty-two feet and four inches 
in his first attempt, and that proved 
sufficient, his opponents, the small- 
est of whom was five feet eleven 
inches in height, and one hundred and 
ninety pounds in weight, failing to 
equal it. The men the Canadian beat 
were the best that England boasts, 
and they had no excuses to offer. 


ALSO POLE VAULTING 
The pole vaulting event also went 


to Knox, who got over 10 feet 3: 
short , 


inches, which is eight inches 
of the record established by himself 
before the war. : 

At the Braemar meet, which Wing 
George and Queen Mary attended, 
the Canadian Olympic coach won the 
16-pound shot put and the pole 
yault, and finished third In the 28- 
found shot put. The latter event 
was new to Knox, and the men op- 
posed to him outweighed him by at 
least fifty pounds. 

In his written statement Knox says, 
“J have been in competition for over 
20 years, and Was past the age of 
most good athletes when I retired, 
and I believe that there is not a man 
in Canada who can defeat me in an 
all-round contest of 10 events today. 

“My object in writing this is to 
prove that some men can come back 
even if they are over 35 to 42 years 
of age, also to assure the boy athlet- 
es of today that if they take good 
enre of themselves they will be able 
to cen pete for many years and still 


continue to win. 
“{ attribute my guccess to keeping 
in good condition at all times. I 


never use liquor or tobacco, and al- 
wars do exercising of some kind. 

“I know dozens of athletes who 
were at their best ten years ago 
whe: I was in good form myself, but 
they could not make a creditable 
showing in any event now. Iam wil- 
ling to make a five to ten event match 
with any athlete in the world, over 
40 years of age. 


BY SPECULATORS 


Allege That Chicago Wheat Gamblers 
Responsible for Forcing Down Price. 


Smith Centre, Kansas, October 14. 
—Senator Arthur Capper, in a speech 
here last night, declared that ‘the 
Chicago wheat gamblers had caused 
United States wheat growers $909,- 
600,000 loss in the last two months 
by gambling in futures.” He said 
that “the biggest gaming hell in the 
world was operated on the Chicago 
board of trade, Europe's Suicide 
Club at Monte Carlo being innocent 
and innocuous by comparison.” 

Since July 5, when trading in fut- 
ures was resumed by the exchange, 
the senator declared that the grain 
speculators have sold or oversold this 
year’s crop five or six times. He as- 
serted that only about one per cent. 
of the trading in futures were bona- 
fide transactions for actual delivery. 

“Because speculators are forcing 
down the price of wheat,” said Sena- 
tor Capper, “the farmer who sold his 
hogs and cattle at a heavy loss while 
meat still sells for war prices, is 
again made the goat, and the wheat- 
raiser whose crop costs him more 
for wages and equipment than ny 
other he ever produced, sees the fair 
price of his product cut virtually in 
two with no real benefit to anybody 
except the brokerage firms who col- 
lect the commisisons.” 

These losses, the speaker said, 
amounting to nearly $1 a bushel in 
the farm price, “are being augment- 
ed, and the speculators aided by the 
unrestricted influx of duty-free Cana- 
dian wheat under the Underwood 
tariff and abetted by the «iffzience 
in exchange value amounting to about 
30 cents a bushel in favor of the im- 
porter.” =

Magleod, Alta, October 13.—The 
train bandit, Thomas Bassoff, will be 
hanged at Lethbride gaol.at dawn on:

the Bellevue cafe on August 7 last. 
That is the sentence pronounced up- 
on him at 4.45 this afternoon in .the 
Macleod Court House by ‘Mr. Justice 
McCarthy, after the jury’had return- 
ed a verdict of guilty of murder, with- 
fh one hour almost to the minute of 
their retiring from the court room. 
Bassoff had not a word to say as 
he faced thé judge and court room to’

COST FOUR LIVES. | 


It cost four lives to bring Tom 
Bassoff to justice. It has been a ter- 
rible price to pay for the paltry $400 
wring from the passengers of the | 
C.P.R. ‘train on the afternoon of 
August 2, but it is counted small now - 
that the ends of British justice have 
been served. It was a long, long 
trail that had its ending in ‘the; 
solemn scene in the supreme court 
room here this afternoon, but it is a 
closed trail now, and once more a 
successful chapter in the annals of 
the western police has been conclud- 
ed. The people of the Crows Nest 
Pass will rest satisfied tonight. Bass- 
off has had a fair trial, has been ably 
defended and has Béen adjudged guil- 
ty of a cold-blooded murder of police 
officers on duty. He will pay the 
penalty. : 

The jury left the court room at 3.45 
and were back in their places at 
4.45. Absolute silence prevailed ag 
they took ‘their seats and answered 
the call of the roll. . 

The clerk rose. “Gentlemen of the 
jury, have you agreed on a verdict?” 

“We have,” came the voice of Ed- 
ward Maunsell, the foreman. 

“How say you, is the prisoner guil- 
or not guilty?” 

“Guilty of murder,” replied the 
foreman, in a voice scarcely audible. 

The formalities were quickly over. 
Bassoff stood and faced the judge. 

“Have you anything to say why 
sentence of death should not be 
passed upon you?” asked the judge. 

Silence from the man in the cage. 

The question was repeated. Still 
no answer,, Bassoff standing like one 
dazed. The judge proceeded to pro- 
nounce sentence. 


UNPREMEDITATED ACT 


The jury was then dismissed, the 
court room cleared and Bassoff led 
away. If what Bassoff says is true, 
he is now to pay with his life for a 
crime’ which arose from an act un- 
premeditated on his part. He told 
this to his counsel today in private, 
that he had very little to do with the 
train holdup; that he happened to 
be a passenger on the train and was 
coaxed into the deal by Areloff and 
Akroff, his friends. But, once in the 
game, he played it with all the des- 
peration of his character, and now 
he must die on the gallows. 

From the first, it was known that 
Bassoff's case was hopeless. His 
counsel, appointed a few minutes be- 
fore the trial began, made the very 
best he could out of-a bad case, and 
his defence was an able one, which 
earned for him the high praise from 
Justice McCarthy. For an hour yes- 
terday afternoon he sought to build 
up a basis upon which he could bring 
the jury to agreement on acquittal, : 
but almost every point he made was 
swept away in the charge by the 
judge to the jury, and as the jury fil- , 
ed from the room to consider the evi- 
dence, every soul in the courtroom— 
even Bassoff himself—knew that it 
was only a question of hours, if not 
minutes.
